BALTIMORE, March 30.—Shock, 
resulting from the death before her 
eyes of her employer and co-worker 
in scientific research, was given to- 
day by police as the reason for the 
suicide of Miss Mona Rittenhouse, 
who died last night from a drink 
of the poison which a few minutes 
before had killed Dr. Frederick B. 
Jennings Jr. 

Coroner John J. Morrissey re- 
turned verdicts of suicide in both 
cases, but said he could not find 
any evidence of a plan on the pari 
of the two to destroy themselves. 

By her death, the 28-year-old 
nurse placed serious obstacles in 
the way of the inquiry seeking to 
clear up the suicide of the wealthy 
volunteer instructor in pathology 
at Johns Hopkins medica! school. 

Only she was with him when he 
took the poison, and she snatched 
the bottle containing it as soon ‘15s 
physicians she calied had _ pro- 
nounced him dead. Her act was so 
sudden that the doctors had no op- 
portunity to learn of any statement 
Dr. Jennings might have made. 

The double suicide occurred in 
Dr. Jennings’ seven-room suite in 
an exclusive Baltimore apartment 
house, where he had lived since re- 
turning from Saranac Lake where 
he had «undergone treatment for 
'™ Pespondency over ill- 
ness was thought by Dr. Morrissey 
to have led to Dr. Jennings’ act. 

Dr. Jennings was married, his 
wife living in Colorado Springs. 
Colo. Miss Rittenhouse was born 
in Canada, but had applied for nat- 
uralization papers. 

The nurse came here four months 
ago from New York, Hopkins ex- 
ecutives said, to take employment 
in the Wilmer Opthalmolozgical In- 
stitute, but had been aiding Dr. 
Jennings in research and caring for 
him. 

Nearly a pint of the poison, so 
deadly that its sale is not permit- 
ted. was used in the two suicides, 
officials said, declaring Dr. Jen- 
nings apparently had obtained it at 
the hospital.

Couzens said that he mentioned

Senator’s Idea of Loans. 

“The committee and the Sen- 
ate,”” said Couzens, “‘were of the 
Opinion, as disciosed by the record, 
that the money to be loaned to the 
railroads was substantially for re- 
financing; in other words, to pre- 
vent outstanding securitics from 
defaulting.”

The report conforms to a general 
policy adopted by the Transporta- 
tion Committee Feb. 11 when it dis- 
carded as impracticable two fran- 
chise plans proposed by the city’s 
Transportation Survey Commission 
and instructed the subcommittee to 
prepare a report based on city own- 
ership. “ 

Report Is Adopted. 

The report w1is adopted by unane- 
imous vote of the Transportation 
Committee, at its meeting this aft- 
ernoon. At the first meeting of 
the Board of Aldermen for the new 
session, which will be April 19, 
Chairman Wiehe of the committee 
will recommend to the Board of 
Aldermen that three members be 
appointed to act, with the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, in 
consulting with the Public Service 
Co.,, owner of the street car sys- 
tem, about the plan. 

The subcommittee which pre-e 
pared the report consists of Presi- 
dent Neun of the Board of Alder- 
men, Chairman Wiehe of the 
Transportation Committee, and for- 


mer Congressman Cleveland A. 
Newton, the committee’s special 
counsel. 


The report leaves to the new 
committee the kind of transporta- 
tion facilities to be used; what part 
of the present systems, if any, 
should be acquired and at what 
price; rapid transit program, and 
other questions of detail. The com- 
mittee also would be free to sug- 
gest any other possible solution of 
the transit problem. It would have 
to report back to the Board of Al- 
dermen. 

General approval is given in the 
report to the recommendations 
made in 1930 by the Transportation 
Survey Commission for co-ordina- 
tion of street cars and busses, re- 
routing of street cars. installation 
of traffic control signals, regula- 
tion of parking in congested areas, 
and other measures for speeding 
up service by existing facilities. Re- 
gardiess of plans for future im- 
provement these were proposed to 
bring immediate relief. ' 

Urgency of Problem Stressed. 

The urgent need for an adequate 
transit system to serve the public 
now and in the future is declared 
to tranacend the interests of any 
particular group or of the investors 
in the existing facilities. 

The report favors acquiring tran- 
sit properties without pledging the 
city’s credit. It cites the success- 
ful financing of the city water- 
works by bonds rhich are a lien 
only upon the revenues and plant 
of the water system and not upon

OLLOWING is the text of 
F the report submitted today 

by a subcommittee to the 
Specia. Transportation Commit- 
tee of the Board of Aldermen, 
favoring a municipally owned 
local transit system: 

To the Honorable President and 
Members of the Board of Al- 
dermen: 

Your committee respectfully 
reports that on the tenth day of 
October, 1930, a report of the 
Transportation Survey Commis- 
sion of St. Louis, dated July, 
1930, which commission had 
been duly appointed by his hon- 
or, the Mayor, in accordance 
with the provisions of ordinance 
No. 37016, was received by the 
board. 

Whereupon the president of 
this board referred said report 
to a joint committee of the 
Board of Aldermen consisting of 
the Legislative Committee and 
the Committee on Public Utili- 
ties with instructions, that said 
joint committee make an inten- 
sive study of the various recom- 
mendations contained in said 
report and prepare and submit 
to the board such suggestions as 
they might deem necessary to 
give effect to the recommenda- 
tions made by said Transporta- 
tion Survey Commission. 

Present System Inadequate. 

Through numerous hearings, 
to which the public and all in- 
terested parties were invited, 
through the examination of 
many witnesses, through the 
consideration of much docu- 
mentary evidence and after a 
careful study of the report of 
said Transportation Survey 
Commission, your committee 
concludes that the present mass 
transportation system is not 
adequate to meet the present 
and growing needs of St. Louis, 
that the city’s progress and fu- 
ture .development demand a 
satisfactory and speedy solu- 
tion for this problem and that 
the value-making possibilities 
of adequate mass transportation 
are far more important to the 
public and to the city’s growth 
and development than any pos- 
sible effect upon private inter- 
est. 

Your committee is convinced 
that no one can estimate the 
loss to the public or to the busi- 
ness institutions of St. Louis 
which would result from a 
breakdown of the citys mass 
transportation facilities. 

Rerouting Pian Approved. 

Your committee approves gen- 
erally the recommendations of 
the Transportation Survey Com- 
mission as to the rerouting of 
cars, the co-ordination of street 
railway and bus services, traffic 
regulation and control, rapid 
transit and the physical trans- 
portation needs of St. Louis. 

The value-making possibili- 
ties, as well as the vaiue-sus- 
taining influences of adequate 
mass transportation are so iIm- 
portant to property Owners as 4 
whole and to the city’s general 
business welfare that they trans- 
cend any possible effects on pri- 
vate investors, or on the inter- 
ests of particular groups. 

Due to the excessive time con- 
sumed in moving between the 
residential and business sections 
as well as in moving back and 
fourth between other parts of 
the city, and due to the fact 
that many areas in the city are 
not served adequately by mass 
transportation, private automo- 
biles are of necessity being used 
to such an extent that our 
streets are becoming seriously 
congested, business is being 
slowed down and trade from the 
outside is being diverted else- 
where. Furthermore, unsound 
diffusion of business and indus- 
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sections cannot be reached in a 
reasonable time, and as a result 
practically all new developments 
‘in these areas are being serious- 
ly retarded. 

City’s Progress Threatened. 

A @isturbance of property 
values or of established business 
institutions promptly reacts un- 
favorably on tax income, as well 
as the upbuilding of St. Louis 
generally, ts, therefore, being 
seriously jeopardized by the 
continuation of this situation. 

If, because of the lack of swift 
and adequate mass transporta- 
tion, the use of private automo- 
biles for the regular movement 
of traffic must continue and ab- 
normally increase, then the city 
is faced with the problem of pro- 
viding widened highways and 
other traffic relief facilities 
greatly beyond anything that 
has been heretofore considered 
and at a cost which neither the 
city nor the property owners can 
stand. 

On the other hand, to im- 
prove, enlarge and expand the 
present mass transport facilities 
to the point where they will 
adequately serve our whole pop- 
ulation will require much new 
capital and your committee con- 
cludes from the testimony pre- 
sented that this cannot be pro- 
vided under present conditions. 
This is largely due to the heavy 
burden of personal injury ex- 
penses, to wasteful and expen- 
sive duplication of service, and 
to tax handicaps which must be 
borne by the riding public and 
which render the operation of 
mass transportation under pri- 
vate ownership unprofitable, 
Such conditions deter the fur- 
ther investment of capital in 
these facilities. 

Three Proposals Reviewed. 
In an attempt to find relief 
from this plight, your commit- 
tee has given careful consider- 
ation to the three plans pre- 
sented in the report of the 
Transportation Survey Commis- 
sion, summary, page XVIII, 
viz: 

Plan No. 1. A terminable 
permit to be issued by the 
city not to exceed a term of 
fifty (50) years providing for 
the fullest measure of home 
rule obtainable under the 
City Charter. 

Plan No. 2. A terminabie 
permit issued by the city not 
to exceed a term of fifty (50) 
years, and to provide for 
home rule by securing neces- 
sary enabling legislation at 
the next session of the State 
Legislature to create a local 
Transit Commission having 
all the powers of the State 
Public Service Commission 
with respect to local trans- 
portation in St. Louis and its 
metropolitan area. 

Pian No. 3. A conrtract 
with the street railway com- 
pany whereby the company 
will agree to unify and co- 
Ordinate all mass transporta- 
tion facilities and the city will 
agree to acquire ownership of 
the properties, paying for 
them solely out of the city’s 
share of the earnings of the 
properties, and allowing the 
company to operate the prop- 
erties until such time as the 
city shall have acquired com- 
plete ownership: at which 
time, the commission recom- 
mends, the city should ar- 
range for a lease for private 
operation. 

Rejects Idea of Franchise. 

The committee does not be- 
lieve the relief sought can be 

obtained under plan 1 or 2, since 
financial authorities agree that, 
irrespective of the type of fran- 
chise or permit which might be 
issued to the Publie Service Co. 
Or to any successor private cor- 
poration, it would net be possi- 
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day needs for adequate and fast 
transportation, much less to 
provide for our future probabil- 
ities. 

Your committee finds that 
this situation is not peculiar to 
St. Louis, but exists in other 
cities. Wherever, in the com- 
mittee’s investigation, it found 
the mass transportation in a 
city fulfilling the public needs 
it found that the municipality 
or commonwealth had joined 
hands with the utility, through 
investment or ownership, or 
through the abatement of taxes 
and other charges. 

City Ownership. 

The committee is opposed to 
expending the city’s funds or 
involving the city’s credit in the 
purchase of street cars, busses 
or any other form of vehicle to 
be used in transporting passen- 
gers for hire. It recognizes that 
a mass transportatio- company 
has no revenue except that 
which it collects from its pas- 
sengers and that its expenses in 
the form of taxes, damage 
claims, maintenance, new equip- 
ment, etc., must, therefore, be 
borne by the riding public. The 
committee’s study of mass trans- 
portation in other cities shows 
that the transfer of the title of 
these properties to the city has 
resulted in a great reduction in 
certain of these expenses, and 
with the valuation of the prop- 
erty reduced to its earning pow- 
er and with its bonded indebt- 
edness reduced to the same level, 
a service at cost to the car 
rider would result which from 
the standpoint of the public is 
desirable. 

Waterworks System Cited. 

The title to the waterworks 
of St. Louis is in the city. The 
public gets its water supplied 
at cost. Our water service is 
adeyuate and satisfactory and 
the plant is modern and up to 
date. Waterworks bonds, how- 
ever, constitute no lien against 
the city. The city assumes no 
liability for their payment. The 
bondholder must look exclusive- 
ly to the earnings ef this pub- 
lic utility for the payment of 
his interest and principal. Your 
committee feels that the suc- 
cessful solution of our water- 
works problem should be care- 
fully studied as a precedent for 
our mass transportation prob- 
lem. 

Your committee favors home 
rule for its mass transportation 
system, and since the courts 
have decided that a municipally 
owned system is not subject to 
the jurisdiction of the State 
Public Service Commission, your 
committee believes that consid- 
eration should be given to some 
plan whereby the legal title to 
the property can be placed in 
the city without purchasing or 
in any way obligating the city 
to pay for such properties. 

Suggests Formulating Plan. 

Your committee feels that the 
board should not undertake to 
negotiate with the owners of the 
properties or to come to any 
definite conclusion as to a final 
solution of this problem with- 
out the co-operation and assist- 
ance of the administrative offi- 
cials of the city. Your com- 
mittee, therefore, recommends 
that the president of this board 
be authorized to appoint a com- 
mittee of three of its members 
to act jointly with the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment in 
studying and going carefully 
into this problem with a view 
to determining whether some 
feasible plan can be worked out 
under Plan No. 3, or some bet- 
ter plan, if such can be found, 
and that the conclusions result- 
ing from such study be reported 
back to this board. Respectfully

Clarence Cannon, Missouri Dem- 
ocrat, declared the provision for 
consolidated returns should be re- 
pealed in its entirety.

He stated the increase in the 
normal corporation tax rate would 
yield $5,000,000-and that the* in- 
crease in the rate on consolidated 
returns would produce another 
$18,000,000. He agreed with Can- 
non that the consolidated provision 
had been abused, and, consequent- 
ly, he favored a higher rate for 
corporations filing such returns. 
But he did believe some adjustment 
should be permitted among affili- 
ated companies. 

Without a record vote, the House 
adopted the 15 per cent rate on con- 
solidated returns, and then in- 
creased the normal corporation rate 
from 12 to 13% per cent. 

The reduced exemption on sur- 
taxes and the increased corporation 
tax were among a list of new pro- 
posals recommended this morning 
by the Ways and Means Committee 
for the purpose of finding addi- 
tional revenue. Others are a tax of 
8 per cert on carrying charges of 
oil pipe lines, calculated to yield 
$15,000,000; a revision of the gift 
tax rates to culminate in a rate of 
33 1-3 per cent on that part of 
gifts above $5,000,000, calculated to 
yield another $5.000,000 in new 
revenue, and a five per cent tax 
on airplanes.

Temporary receivers appointed 
for the Missouri State Life Insur- 
ance Co. were restrained from tak- 
ing charge by an order of the Su- 
preme Court issued late yeaterday 
after they had been appointed by 
Circuit Judge Hall 

An application for a writ of pro- 
hibition was filed with the Supreme 
Court at Jefferson City by James 
A. Potter, attorney for the insur- 
ance company. The court, follow- 
ing its usual routine, sent a tele- 
instructing 
him to take Ae further action until 
the Supreme Court had passed fi- 
hally on the tmsurance company’s 
application. 

The receivers are Montague 
Lyon and State Superintendent of 
Insurance Thompson. 

Says Receiver Is Not Needed. 

Thompson, who is in St. Louis 
today, said he was thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the condition of the 
Miseouri State Life Insurance Co. 
and that there was no need for a 
receivership. The appointment of 
receivers, he said, came as a sur- 
prise to him. 

Thompson said he would confer 
with directors of the company in 
an effort to arrange to have Fed- 
eral Judge Charies I. Dawson of 
Louisville, Ky., take charge of the 
company immediately as president. 
Rival groups of directots recently 
agreed upon his selection for the 
office, but Judge Dawson has not 
yet resigned from the bench. 

Judge Dawson told the Post-Dis- 
patch last night he had net planned 


ture. 

The receivership petition, filed by 

Jerome Duggan, attorney and 
stockholder in the insurance com- 
pany, relates that the directors are 
divided into tWo rival factions, 
known as the Felss-Dorsey group 
and the Nims-Taylor group, each 
with six members. As a result of 
this deadlock, the petition states, 
the company is deprived of leader- 
ship in a period of financial depres- 
sion when fair and competent man- 
agement is essential. 
The Missouri State Life Insurance 
Co. occupies its own building at 
Fifteenth and Locust streets. It 
has $1,200,000,000 in ihsurance in 
force and its gross assets are placed 
at about $160,000,000. 

Judge Hall appointed the tempo- 
rary receivers yesterday without a 
hearing and set April 14 as the date 
for a hearing to determine whether 
the receivership should be mads- 
permanent. He named James T. 
Blair and Joseph F. Holland as at- 
terneys for the receivers. Holland 
was formerly Deputy Insurance 
Superintendent under Thompson. 

Duggan Sued First in December. 

Duggan’s petition, as originally 
filed last December, asked for the 
removal ef eight of the company’s 
12 directors, and alleged that the 
company, while solvent, had suf- 
fered logses because of their mis- 
management. The petition was 
amended yesterday to ask for ap- 
pointment of receivers. 

Morton Jourdan, attorney for the 
company, termed Duggan’s petition 
for a receiver unwarranted. Dug- 
gan, he said, owned but five shares 
of stock in the company, of §00,000 
shares outstanding in the hands of 
more than 4000 investors.

Dry Goods—Marked improve- 
ment was shown in dry goods sales, 
which were 6.4 per cent larger than 
in January, although 18 per cent 
smaller than last year. Since March 
1 there has been further improve- 
ment, with several firms showing 
an increase over last March. 

Furniture—February sales were 
21 per cent greater than January, 
although 30 per cent smaller than 
a year ago.

House Appropriations Head 
Says $243,000,000 Will Be 
Cut from U. S. Expenses.

There were fresn 
from Chairman Byrns of the Ap- 
propriations Committee today that 
$243,000,000 would be saved by 
trimming down Government expen- 
ditures, but this was questioned by 
Representative Simmons. (Rep.), 
Nebraska, after a call at the White 


House. 

Representative Williamson of 
South Dakota, ranking Republican 
on the Expenditures Committee, 
said in a statement that a program 
had been outlined by that com- 
mittee and the special Economy 
Committee, which, if ~nacted, would 
result in a saving of about $240,- 
000.000. Williamson said he ex- 
pected that, within the week, bills 
would be reported by both com- 
mittees for substantial cuts. 

“Others will follow,” he _ said. 
‘These bills will cover a wide range 
and result in either drastic reduc- 
tions or total eliminations of cer- 
tain activities considered by the 
committee as unnecessary.” 

Proposed Salary Cuts. 

The proposed salary cut for Gov- 
ernemnt employes has not been 
abandoned by the Economy Com- 
mittee, he said, “but has been laid 
aside for the time being to permit 
a more thorough study of what 
economies can be accomplished in 
other directions.”’ 

While the new tax program calls 
for a saving of $243,000,000 in Gov- 
ernment expenses to balance the 
budget, Speaker Garner told news- 
paper men today that additional 
revenue proposals would be offered 
to take care of at least a part of 
that sum. 

Already about $13,000,000 has 
been lopped off of six appropriation 
bills. Bryns based his estimate on 
a $150,000,000 saving in the annual 
supply bills and between- $60,000,- 
000 and $70,000,000 in salary re- 
ductions, with the remainder to be 
lopped off other expenses usually 
included in the deficiency appropri- 
ations. 

Estimates Made by Byrns. 

“This is based wholly on what my 
committee will do on the appropri- 
ation bills,”” he said, “the Senate 
has indicated its determination to 
cut appropriations 10 per cent be- 
low the House mark. This easily 
would account for a. $243,000,000 
saving without taking salaries into 
account.”’ 

Byrns said he believed $30,000,- 
00 could be cut out of the Budget 
Bureau's estimate for the Army and 
Navy without injuring national de- 
fense. 

Byrns’ views of the amount that 
might be saved by trimming down 
expenditures was questioned by 
Representative Simmons (Rep.), 
Nebraska, aftera conference at the 
White House at which he told 
newspaper men he had discussed 
with President Hoover possible 
means of reducing Government ex- 
penditures. 

Simmons-said he was ata loss to 
wndersetand how there might be a 
reduction of $243,000,000, without 
an elimination of existing functions 
of the Government. 


UNIVERSITY CITY SHOWS 
BIG UNEXPENDED BALANCE 


General Revenue Fund Put 
$284,000 Including $154,000 
in Delinquent Taxes, 

The general revenue fund of 
University City March 1 showed * 
unexpended balance of $284,582, 
is announced today by City ~ ota 
troller Charles R. English. The 
figure includes $154,672 in delin- 
quent real estate and  »personal 
taxes, which the city expects to 
collect ultimately. 

The city is in such good financial 
condition, according to Alderman 
Arthur E. Ebbs, chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen, that he will 
recommend a substantial reduction 
from the present levy of 50 cents 
on the $100 valuation next July 
when the Board votes the annual 
city tax levy. Mayor Ruth ap- 
peared before the State Tax Com- 
mission last week and, speaking 
on behalf of University City, rec- 
ommended a 25 per cent reduction 
in real estate assessments. 

The cash balance of the city as 
of March 1, according to English, 
was $45,266. Other items listed 
as operating assets, besides the de- 
linquent tax figure, are: Advances 
from the general revenue fund to 
street widening bond funds (to be 
restored when bonds are sold), 
$47,148; advances to St. Louis 
County and elsewhere on engineer- 
ing services, $25,403. 

English estimate: that the un- 
expended balance next Sept. 1, 
when 1932 taxes will become pay- 
able, will be $168,582. This is 
based on additional anticipated rev- 
enue of $34,000 between now and 
Sept. 1 and an anticipated expen- 
diture of $150,000 for operating 
expenses.

BRITAIN BALANCES BUDGET; 
INCOME TAX $1,025,000,000 


Slight Reduction in Levy Expected as Result 
of Treasury Surplus—Demand for Restora- 
tion of Old Payments to Unemployed. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, March 30. — Great 


Britain, by the aid of economies 
and taxes, will end its fiscal year 
tomorrow with a small surplus in 
its treasury. Thus Britain will be 


one of the few countries in the 
world that has paid its way in the 
last year. 

But all is not unalloyeg satisfac- 
tion. The Daily Herald, orzaa of 
the Labor opposition to the na- 
tional Government of Prime Minis- 
ter MacDonald, puts the surplus at 
between £40,000,000 and £50,000,- 
000 (nominally about $200,000,000 
and $250,000,000) and says it will 
probably endanger the unity of the 
Cabinet because demands will come 
from all sides for money. 

‘The balancing of the budget is 
due in part to the income tax. Since 
Dec. 31 British income taxpayers 
have parted with more than £272.- 
000,000. It will be the biggest col- 


lection since the crisis of 1922-23, 
when the rate was five shillings in 
the pound—23 per cent. ‘ 

(At present exchange rates the 
collections exceed $1,025,000,000.) 

The surtax payable by persons 
with incomes exceeding £2000 
($7540) is expected to yield more 
than the estimate of £73,000,000. 

Figures for the end of Britain’s 
fiscal year will show the new taxes 
have been more productive than 
the Treasury anticipated, and the 
economies have been more effec- 
tive than expected. 

It has been predicted that the 
Government will take sixpence off 
the income tax, making it 22% per 
cent instead of 25 per cent.

FILIPPO TURAT!, Dits 


Former Socialist Leader in Ital- 
ian Parliament, Emigre 
in Paris.

PARIS, March 30.—Filippo Tu- 


rati, former Socialist Deputy in the 
Italian Parliament, and leader of 
the Italian political emigres of 
Paris, died Sunday night of pneu- 
monia. He -’as 74 years old. 
Turati had resided in Paris since 
he was exiled from Italy in 1927. 


Filippo Turati became a Socialist 


Deputy in the Italian Parliament in 
1906 and slowly rose to leadership 
of the intransigeant Socialist par- 
ties after the war, until in 1921 he 
became the chief political foe of 
Benito Mussolini, just then rising 
to power. 

In that year, the Socialists had 
125 seats in Parliament, while Mus- 
solini’s Fascists had only 28. Tu- 
rati was re-elected by the iargest 
plurality given any candidate, 
250,000 votes, with the sole excep- 
tion of Mussolini.

MANILA, March 30.—Claim to 
16 small islands in the Sea ef Sulu, 
near British North Borneo, has 
been filed with the American and 
British Governments, it was dis- 
closed today, by the Princess Da- 
yang, sister of the Sultan of Sulu. 

The Princess asserts title to the 
islands in question was not settled 
by the Stimson Treaty affecting 
Turtle Island and wthers nearby, 
signed several years ago, and that, 
therefore, ownership rests with her. 
The Sultan himself signed away 
any claims he may have had in the 
Bates Treaty with the United States 
in 1899. 

The Princess’ claim was filed last 
December. It is being investigated 
by the legal staff of the Governor- 
General of the Philippines. There 
is no indication, however, that the 
claim is taken seriously in official 
circles, as the Stimson Treaty was 
carefully drawn to settle the own- 
ership of the maze of islets dotting 
the Sulu Sea. Several such claims 
have been filed in the past by dif- 
ferent Moro leaders affecting a 
large number of islands. even Bor- 
neo itself, which the Moros ruled 
for some 600 years.

For Retrenchment in Schools. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ECENTLY a writer in these columns 
R criticised those who are proposing 

retrenchment in school affairs. She 
wrote, “It.is the sacred duty of St. Louis 
..,.to maintain intact her nationally fa- 
mous school system...There is potential- 
ly more mischief in ihtervention of busi- 
ness organizations. ..etc.’’ It is sophistry 
for her to hold the institutions so perfect 
that constructive criticism from business 
organizations is mischievous. It is not 
only their privilege, but their duty, as it is 
the duty of the individual citizen, to see 
not only that the schools are efficiently 
conducted, but that injustice and op- 
pression are not laid upon the shoulders 
of many who furnish the wherewith to 
provide them. , 

It is a gross injustice and oppressive 
in the extreme for a man who is trying 
to provide a permanent home for his 
family—planning, working and hoping to 
free it from debt before old age termi- 
nates his earning ability—to have his 
plans frustrated by excessive school taxes 
with which to acquire, out of current 
revenue, land, buildings and equipment 
costing several million dollars, which 
will be used by future generations with 
little if any cost to them. 

It is an injustice to taxpayers to pay 
higher compensation to school employes 
than the taxpayer receives for compara- 
tive ability and services. It is an injus- 
tice to students to impose upon them in- 
structors who should be superannuated. 
It is unwise and fallacious to stress ad- 
herence by students to the strict tech- 
nique of their studies instead of insuring 
that they are thoroughly grounded in 
the basic principles of the study or prob- 
lem at hand. School officials should in- 
vite constructive criticism, and should 
give same careful and unbiased consid- 
eration.

Regulation of Outdoor Advertising. 
To the Editor of ths Post-Dispatch: 

N all cases when esthetic and com- 
| mercial considerations come into con- 

flict, there are, almost inevitably, dif- 
ferences of opinion. A freight car, viewed 
esthetically, cannot be justified; that 
car exists, however, because its commer- 
cial value outweighs its lack of beauty. 
Outdoor advertising admits that there 
are places where its structures do not 
belong. It contends, however, that there 
are locations where outdoor advertising 
structures constitute neither a hazard to 
traffic nor a detriment to scenic beauty 
and that advertising placed on these lo- 
cations is a commercial asset. 

It is, perhaps, significant that Fitzpat- 
rick’s cartoon, “So This Is Missouri,” 
which appeared in connection with your 
editorial, “Regulate the Billboards,” in 
the March 5 issue of the Post-Dispatch, 
shows “billboards” which bear little re- 
semblance to the panels erected by or- 
ganized outdoor advertising. Organized 
outdoor advertising, a legitimate adver- 
tising medium operating under definite 
standards of practice, is not responsible 
for conditions such as are shown in Mr. 
Fitzpatrick’s drawing. 

Organized outdoor advertising rather 
welcomes than protests reasonable regu- 
lation, since the self-discipline of the in- 
dustry cannot control the activities of 
those who are not affiliated with the 
organized operators. As a medium, how- 
ever, which markets the products of 
10,000,000 workers each year, gives di- 
rect employment to more than 30,000 
people, augments the incomé of 200,000 
property Owners and purchases materials 
to the tune of more than $10,000,000, or- 
ganized outdoor advertising is perform- 


ing a service which entitles it to consid-: 


eration and to freedom from. legislation 
that is punitive rather than constructive.

The new plan is to balance thé budget by laying 
equitable taxes upon the nation, which is eminently 
proper. 

Since we are one people in an emergency, there 
can be no very great objection anywhere to raising 
money from us all according to our ability to pay. 
The new tax bill will carry increased income and 
surtaxes, and higher estate taxes. 
It will increase the first-class postage to 3 cents. 
It will increase the taxes upon stock and bond 
issues and transfers, rea] estate conveyances and 
the sale of grains on exchanges. | 
It will tax cosmetics, furs, jewelry, sporting goods, 
cameras, beverages, matches, chewing gum, radios, 
phonographs, refrigerators, automobiles, candy, safe 
ty deposit boxes, amusements, yachts and motor boats. 
Most of these taxes were imposed during the war. 
There is nothing new about them. They are a fair 
means of producing revenue with which to balance 
the national budget. 
Unlike a general sales tax, they are not imposed 
upon all trade. 
But the duty of Congress at such a time is to tax 
government itself when the Federal Treasury is in 
trouble. 
It can do so by reducing the cost of government. 
The position of Congress in imposing special emer- 
gency taxes upon the country can be justified only 
by reducing government costs. 
Some excellent reductions have already been made 
by the House, but it is to the Senate that the coun- 
try looks for what should be done, 
The country has suddenly realized that the cost 
of government is out of hand. 
The figures are staggering. 
The Senate has not yet said what it thinks about 
this situation. The battle thus far has raged in 
the House. 
It has been a great battle, and it has redeemed 
the prestige of the House, 
But it was not to be expected that the House would 
greatly reduce the cost of government. The bureau- 
cracy which preys upon the Federal Treasury has 
its roots in the House. 
It is in the Senate that this battle must be fought. 
If the House could beat the general sales tax, the 
Senate can beat the bureaus. 
Cut the cost of government!

More like a fantastic movie romance than a real 
life happening, the case of Paul Schwartz is a hor- 
rible example of war-time injustice. Schwartz, a Ger- 
man citizen, born in the French possession of Corsica, 
fought in the German army during the entire war. 
Afterward, in search of his mother, he was arrested 
in a German town occupied by French troops. He 
was charged, on the basis of his Corsican origin, 
with high treason in taking arms against France, 
and was sent to Devil’s Island. His release, after 
12 years’ imprisonment, has just been effected. Dur- 
ing that period, no Emile Zola, as in the somewhat 
comparable case of Capt. Dreyfus, came to his de- 
fense, no public agitation was aroused. Schwartz, 
a common soldier without powerful friends, lay for- 
gotten in one of the world’s most dreaded prisons. 
Surely, he should be handsomely compensated, though 
no compensation, nu matter how magnificent, could 
repay him for those 12 lost years.

WATSON EXPLAINS HIS PREDICTION. 

Senator Watson’s great tariff-prosperity prediction 
of June 13, 1930, is badly battered by now, but far 
from forgotten. Every student of the occult recalls 
how the Indiana oracle saw in the crystal ball, de- 
pendent only on passage of the Hawley-Smoot bill, 
a trend to the upgrade within 30 days and restora- 
tion of the past October’s vanished peak of prosperity 
within a year. “I here and now predict, and I ask 
my fellow Senators to recall this prediction in the 
days to come,” were the words introducing his se- 
ance, sO Mr. Watson’s colleagues a few days ago 
granted his wish to be reminded. And while on the 
subject of prophecies, Pat Harrison mentioned the 
prediction of the 1009 anti-tariff economists, which 
had proved to be sad but true. 

Mr. Watson was yeady with an explanation, of a 
sort, for his {ll-fat prediction. It was based on 
the great prosperity that had followed two other 
tariff laws, he said. He had no conception when 
staring into the future, he went on, how intense the 
depression was over the world, nor how it would af- 
fect this country. Then came the humble confes- 
sion: “Of course, at that time, it was an idle 
prophecy to make.” But the economists, he added, 
aren't infallible, either, though “year after year 
they are studying this question from the financial, 
industrial and commercial standpoint ... on what 
they suppose are settled data and fixed principles.” 

However, the economists’ dull charts and weari- 
some figures did: lead them to give warning of the 
impending crisis, while Mr. Watson, with his two 
precedents, his wishful hoping and his hunches, did 
not perceive it. Mr. Watson may still have the cour- 
age of his conjurings, but the sober facts are sadly 
against him and his “idle prophecy.” 
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KENTUCKY BARS THE STUDENTS. 

It is astonishing how otherwise inoffensive trav- 
elers are metamorphosed into Communists or red 
sympathizers, at least in the eyes of Kentucky author- 
ities, the moment they approach the borders of that 
State. That is the weird alchemy, perceptible only 
to the vigilant deputies, that was worked on 200 
students of Hastern colleges who sought to visit the 
coal fields during their Easter vacation and make 
a sociological survey. They were, of course, turned 
back, to prevent contamination of Kentucky’s fine 
Americanism, even though the turning back involved 
twisted arms, blows in the face, gunplay, threats and 
denial of constitutional rights. These actions were 
tacitly upheld by the Governor when he refused to 
take action against the offending officers. 

It is unlikely that the students’ brief survey would 
have produced any important results, one way or 
another, in the distressed coal strike region. Neither, 
however, could apy Gonceivable harm have come from 
their visit. Kentueky’s only logical objection can 
be that it would” have violated the Stygian secrecy 
that has been thrown about the zone, without the

A MUNICIPAL HOUSECLEANING. 

By its 10 per cent reduction in valuation of St. 
Louis real estate for 1932 taxes, the State Board of 
Equalization forces an economy program, upon the 
city government. ® 

Recently the Real Estate Exchange and the Bureau 
of Municipal Research presented plans whose adop- 
tion, it was claimed, would save $7,008,000 in pub 
lic expenditure during the coming fiscal year. The 
Exchange would reduce capital expenditures from 
current revenues by $2,500,000; meaning the aban- 
donment of school building and police station proj- 
ects. It would abolish Harris and Stowe teachers’ 
colleges, at a saving of $278,000, reduce the cost of 
garbage collection by $120,000 and curtail expendi- 
tures on the Municipal Auditorium by $1,600,000, 
Economies suggested by the Bureau of Municipal 
Research total $2,510,000. The largest item, $1,200,- 
000, refers to the purchase of supplies, the Bureau 
charging that the sum can be saved if the city takes 
full advantage of prevailing lower price levels, and 
purchases in quantity from the lowest and best bid- 
ders. Other recommendations include abolishing au- 
tomatic school salary increases, at a saving of $250,- 
000, omitting appointments to jobs now vacant ($200, 
000), new methods of street cleaning ($150,000), more 
efficient janitorial service ($50,000) and lower costs 
for’ building inspection ($70,000). A supplemental 
suggestion of the Bureau was that $400,000 might be 
saved by enlarging high school clisses. 

Sclfool and city officials have launched many ob- 
jections to the proposed economies and, in some in- 
stances, have made a etrong case against them. In 
ordinary times, for example, we believe the proposal 
to abolish. the teachers’ colleges would be instantly 
rejected. Now, along with other ideas, it is being 
given consideration. St. Louis is said to be one of 
the few cities supporting such institutions, and it 
has two universities capable of training teachers. 
Beggars cannot be choosers, and a population whose 
income has been sharply reduced and among whom 
is a large segment with no income at all, may be 
forced to give up not only governmental luxuries, 
but institutions heretofore considered necessary. 
The city government faces the inevitable. It must 
yield to the popular demand for a thorough house- 
cleaning.

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MORE TROLLEY LINES VANISH. 

The time is rapidly approaching when the trolley 
car will join the Indian in the museum of departed 
denig#ns of the East Side. The line to Lebanon and 
two of*the three routes to Edwardsville have disap- 
peared; permission is being sought to wipe out the 
trolleys to Belleville and Collinsville, and soon wi)! 
be asked as to the passenger service to Waterloo. The 
local lines in East St. Louis have been curtailed, and 
the local lines in Alton sold for a song. No other 
trolleys are to be left in St. Clair and Madison coun- 
ties but the one between East St. Louis and Alton 
and the more extensive Illinois Terminal System. 

Everyone knows what has happened to the trolley 
business—hard roads, motor busses, service cars, pri- 
vate automobiles and hard times. The suburban trol- 
ley is fast disappearing in St. Louis County, too, and 
the bus has been supplanting the old electric cars 
within the city itself, first in outlying districts and 
now on such a heavily traveled street as Gravois. 
The St. Louis district has become a big laboratory 
in which old-fashioned and modern theories of trans- 
portation are being tried out, and gasoline has been 
winning every competition so far from electricity 
It has become obvious that the trolley is doomed in 
suburban service, and thinking citizens must see the 
challenge presented to urban mass transportation.

OW far are American taxpayers will- 
H ing to finance the ever-expanding activ- 

ities of Federal bureaus at Washington? 
The more immediate phase of the problem, 
of course, is the finding of additional rev- 
enues with which to pay for what the 
bureaus have done in the past. The Fed- 
eral Government went “in the red” more 
than $900,000,000 during the fiscal year 
ended last June, and the Treasury estimates 
the deficit for the present.fiscal year will 
be considerably in excess of two billion dol- 
lars. Someone eventually wilt have to pay 
those bills, and the American taxpayer is 
that unfortunate individual. 

Rasping the pocketbook nerve, so-called, 
is probably the most efficient stimulus to 
serious thought ever devised by the brain 
of man. That is why the prospect of heavily 
increased taxation is causing many thou- 
sands of individuals to give some serious, 
albeit belated, consideration to the huge 
governmental machine which has grown up 
in Washington and which costs about four 
billion dollars a year for upkeep. 

The question of Federal bureaucracy is 
likely to figure prominently in political 
campaigns for several years to come, and 
sooner or later the country will Be called 
upon to decide whether the present ten- 
dency toward centralization is to be allowed 
to go unchecked or whether an effort should 
be made toward a restoration of that bal- 
ance between Federal activity and local 
self-government which is supposed to be in- 
herent in the American scheme. 

Disregarding the fundamentals of politi- 
cal science involved, it igs largely a question 
of how much the taxpayer is willing to 
stand, The situation was stated succinctly 
in a recent article in the Cincinnati En- 
quirer, written »y the Enquirer’s Washing- 
ton correspondent, Edwin W. Gableman, 
and dealing with the enormous expansion 
of the Department of Commerce during the 
“The taxpayer always pays 
the fiddler,”” he wrote, “and in this case he 
pays a full symphony orchestra.”

Back in 1913 the total expenditure of 
all governmental agencies in the United 
States was estimated at about three billions, 
Today the estimate is about 14 billions. 
That represents an increase of more than 
400 per cent, which takes on added signifi- 
cance when contrasted with an increase in 
the national income from about 34 billion 


dollars in 1913 to about 70 billions in 1930, — 


or only about 100 per cent. 

Some idea of where all the money goes 
may be gleaned from a recent compilation 
made by Senator Metcalf of Rhode Island, 
showing that more than 8,431,000 persons 
are regularly receiving money from various 
governmental agencies. 
not only those employed as a part of the 
regular governmental machinery but also 
pensioners and em™loyes on public construc- 
tion projects. The Senator estimated that 
not more than 46,000,000 persons are gain- 
fully employed in normal times ouf of a 


' total adult population of 70,000,000, which 


would make the ratio of those receiving 
Government money about one to four for 
the entire employed group. 

A few illustrations will serve to show 
the expansion of Federal bureaucracy and 
the inevitable concurrent increase in expen- 


The total includes’ 


ditures. In 1910 the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor spent $12,623,483. Later 
the department was split up into the pres- 
ent separate establishments. [n 1931 the 
Department of Commerce alone spent $61,- 
477,117 and the Department of Labor $12,- 
181,885, a total of more than $73,659,000. 
Personnel figures tell the same story. The 
Department of Commerce employed 8788 
persons in 1913 and 23,680 in 1931. The 
latter figure represented a decrease from 
26,955 in 1930, when the total was abnor- 
mal because of the taking of the census, 
handled through this department. - 

A glance at the Washington telephone 
directory is really all that is needed to dem- 
onstrate the extreme complexity of the Fed- 
eral establishment. The section headed 
“United States Government” takes up four 
full pages. Here are a few of the names 
listed: Anacostia Golf Course, Columbia In- 
stitution for the Deaf, Fixed Nitrogen Re- 
search Laboratory, Haines Point Tea House, 
Howard University, National Screw Thread 
Commission, St. Elizabeth’s Hospital.

The problem of keeping intact the North- 
ern and Southern frontiers of the United 
States, despite their relatively immobile 
character, requires the services of four 
separate commissions in Washington. They 
are the Internation&® Joint Commission; the 
International Boundary Commission, United 
States, Alaska and Canada; the Interna- 
tional Boundary Commission, United States 
and Mexico; the International Water Com- 
mission, United States and Mexico. 

Of course, this tremendous variation of 
Federal activity involves huge expenditures, 
and that is the phase which is attracting 
most of the interest currently manifested 
by those who have to pay the bill, But 
there is also another aspect, even more 
important. That is the gradual assumption 
of quasi-judicial and legislative functions 
by the numerous bureaus. 

No less an authority tha~ Chief Justice 
Charlies Evans Hughes recently said: 

“In the days of less complicated condi- 
tions, it was the accepted view that legis- 
latures were equal to their task of law- 
making, and in their occasional sessions 
they could provide all the rules that were 
necessary. But despite the inordinate mul- 
tiplication of laws, which has been espe- 
cially characteristic of recent times, the 
legislatures have not been able to keep 
pace with social Cemands, and they have 
adopted the practicc, after the formulation 
of some very general standards, of turning 
over the business of reguilation-to a great 
variety of administrative agencies. The 
making of regulations is, of course, essen- 
tially legislative in character, for they set 
forth what the citizen may and may not do. 
We are thus confronted with the distinctive 
development of our era, that the activities 
of the people are largely controlled by Gov- 
ernment bureaus in state and nation.” 
‘These words of the Chief Justice sum- 
marize the situation as it affects the admin- 
istration of government...

Seth Axley in Barron's (Financial Weekly.) 


(Introduction to an article in which the writer takes the 
view that the United States may be forced off the gold 
standard.) 

HE time has come when we must 
T choose between artificial ease in credit 

and the gold standard. Step by step, 
aith in easy money has lured us to borders 
which will soon be dangerous. Our load 
of debt and taxation would threaten the 
gold standard even if we were able to keep 
our present vast hoard of gold, but this is 
impossible. The defenses for our hoard are 
crumbling. |

struggle to overpower the forces of supply 
and demand. The futility of the struggle 
is becoming clear, but the bankruptcy in it 
is not yet suspected.

The latest proposals are: to liberalize 
the banking laws, which means to lock u 
in slow collateral a portion of bank reserve 
which are not reserves at all unless they 
are liquid: to place Government bonds be- 
hind Federal! Reserve notes, in place of self- 
liquidating commercial paper; and to offer 
a Government loan to the states for high- 
way construction and other relief for the 
unemployed. Observe the plea—just & 
pinch of inflation. As if inflation ever 
started with anything but a pinch. Infla- 
tion to help pay off our debts—what trust 
in human nature! In inflation we only 
borrow. 

As usual, however, the argument for 
meddling with supply and demand is ap 
pealing—deflation has gone beyond whole- 
some, corrective bounds, and has become 
entirely destructive. But who can set any 
arbitrary limit t6 deflation? Values shrink 
as long as trade shrinks. Yet the Govern- 
ment is placing itself in the alarming posl- 
tion of guaranteeing present values whil 
still restricting trade. How big is this Gov- 
ernment hopper? Can it hold al! that may 
be thrown into it?

Joe Biddle of Little Rock, Ark. 
hoids the middle weight boxing 
championship of the Western A. A. 
ll. today through an amazing 
knockout victory which he scored 
‘over Jimmy Moore, unattached St. 
Louis fighter in the third round of 
one of the final bouts of the an- 
nual tournament held at the Coli- 
seum last night. 

There were 22 contests during 
the evening but the thousand per- 
sons who attended will remember 
the Biddle-Moore scrap as one 
packed ‘with thrills. 

Moore at the start appeared to 
be no match for the strong, rugged 
Riddle, who won his way to the fi- 
nal with a victory over Her- 
bie Hahn. Moore, making his first 
appearance in a tournament, went 
to the floor shortly after the bell 
rang for a count of nine and again 
for four. Then he made several 
more trips to the canvas before the 
round ended, partly from slips, 
partly from Biddle’s blows. 

Biddle Becomes Careless. 

But Biddle became careless in 
the second session and Moore 
slipped over a powerful right-hand 
punch to the Arkansas boy’s chin 
and he went down for nine. He 
was hardly on his feet before he 
went down again but got up after 
a short count and staggered into 
the corner muttering that the bell 
had rung. 

Moore reached him again and 
sent Biddle to the floor and he 
tried to get up but the best he 
could do was to raise himself to 
n doubled position with his hands 
hanging helplessly down. Moore 
hesitated to hit him-again and Bid- 
die stood erect. His eyes were set 
and glassy. Ringsiders stood up, 
imploring referee Harry Kessler to 
stop -the fight to save Biddle from 
possjble serious injury, but Kess- 
ler sensing that the -boy was not 
badly hurt, permitted him to 
stagger through to the end of the 
round. 

The minute’s rest helped Biddle 
but he was still goofy when the 
third round .began. He showed 
some dash, however, and_e sent 
Moore to the floor with a crushing 
right hand punch. Moore, badly 
hurt, got up to be met by a right 
and left to the body which sent 
him down for the count. 


He Wasn’t Hurt—Much. 


Biddle, the victor, almost fell 
down the stairs when he attempted 
to leave the ring and was still grog- 
gy when he reached the dressing 
room. He declared that he had not 
been hurt by Moore's punches and 
when somebody suggested that the 
fans were calling for the referee to 
stop the bout to save him from in- 
jury he asserted, “why, I wasn't 
hurt. I was only knocked. down 
once.” 

Biddle’s triumph gave to Little 
‘Rock its third champtonship for 
in a previous contest, Joe Red, 
classy lightweight, had gained the 
135-pound title, defeating Ed Box- 
ley of the Future City A. C. in the 
final bout after he had sprung 
somewhat of a surprise by defeat- 
ing Walter Wilbur in the opening 
fight. Ralph Hahn, Little Rock, 
won the bantam title. 

St. Louis boxers came through 
with two of the eight champion- 
Ships, Ray Lang of the Winter 
Garden A. C., winning in the feath- 

erweight division, and Babe Davis 
of the Y. M. H. A. in the light 
heavyweight. 

The two chief reliances of this 
city fell down. They were Leslie 
Schulte, heavyweight, who was 
forced to accept a technical knock- 
out defeat in the final with Rus- 
sell Dairdson of Oklahoma Agricul- 
tural College when Dr. W. F. 
I'rankel stopped the bout after one 
round’: due to the condition = of 
Schulte’s left eye. 

Schulte knocked out Cliff Ja- 
cobs a roly poly boxer from Colum- 
bia, Mo., in the third round of the 
preliminary but Jacobs with one of 
his pawing swings caught Schulte 
in the eye. The optic immediately 
began to swell and became dis- 
colored. It was swollen shut as he 
left the ring but his handlers man- 
aged to get it open before he was 
called upon to meet Dairdgson. 

Schulte seemed to have an edge 
in the first round with Dairdson, 
but the Oklahoman hit Leslie in 
the injured eye and Dr. Frankel, 
after an examination, ordered Ref- 
eree Harry Kessler to stop the con- 
test. He explamed that Schulte’s 
eye ball showed signs of hemor- 
rhages and to permit him to con- 
tinue would be to endanger the 
sight of the eye, a responsibility 
he didn’t care to assume despite 
Schulte’s tearful protestations. 

Joe Parks was outpointed by 
Nathan Crystal of East St. Louis 
in the welterweight final, due large- 

ly to the luck of the draw, which

bouts before meeting Crystal, while

That 
is $220,000 more than Sun Beau 
was able to earn in six years of 
racing!

LOUIS WIDRIC, TREASURER 
OF REDS TO BE BURIED 
IN KENTUCKY TOMORROW

CINCINNATI, March 30.—Lou 
Widrig will be buried in his native 
Newport, Ky., across the Ohio Riv- 
er from here, tomorrow, leaving 
behind as his monument the Cin- 
cinnati Baseball Club of the Na- 
tional League, which, as treasurer, 
he once saved from financial col- 
lapse. 

Widrif died in New York yes- 
terday of pneumonia which fol- 
lowed the suffering of severe burns 
in a fire in his hotel room there 
Jan. 31. He was 61. 

It was in 1918 that the financial 
foundation Of the Cincinnati Reds 
seemed about to totter. Money 
went out, none came in. The club 
was on the verge of bankruptcy. 

Widrig reached down into his 
pockets, and met the bills himeelf. 
Then he started financial reorgani- 
zation. Given new life, the Reds in 
1919 drove on to win the National 
League pennant, ana the world 
series. . 


GERMAN STAR 
LEADS IN 18.2 
BILLIARD PLAY

NEW YORK, March 30.—Albert 
Poensgen of Germany, defending 
titleholder, last night took undis- 
puted posserion of first place in 
the world’s amateur 18.2 balkline 
bililards championship tournament 
here by defeating Gustave Van 
Belle of Belgium, 400 to 206, in 25 
innings. 

Poensgen, the only undefeated 
player in the field of nine, has 
won six consecutive games. He will 
play Francis S. Appleby of New 
York today and wind up his sched- 
ule against Edmond Soussa of 
Egypt tomorrow. 

Poensgen outsteadied Van Belle 
in giving the Belgian his first de- 
feat in seven starts. High runs 
were 69 for Poensgen and 69 for 
Van Belle. 

In the other night match, Jean 
Dommering of Holland, who had 
lost six gates in’ a row, finally 
broke into the winning column at 
the expense of Alfredo Ferraz of 
Portugal, 400 to 258, in 26 innings. 
Ferraz has won two games and 
lost five. High runs were 59 for 
Dommering, 61 for Ferras.

Many athletes of the past gen- 
eration were developed inten- 
sively and are living in our 
midst today apparently very 
much better for their athletic 
careers. 

There’s Joe Forshaw, for ex- 
ample, who has competed in 
many marathon runs and has 
played hafd at something ofr 
other all his life. He still is. 
able to do his trick on the ice in 
a hockey melee. Doctors decried 
marathoh funs as man killers; 
but Joe is sound as a dollar, like 
many of his marathon running 
associates who continue in com- 
petition until in their forties. 

There's George Baptiste who 
was a wrestler in days when 
wrestling was a struggle and not 
@ gymfiastic exhibition. George 
led a strenuous life and spent 
much of hia early career on the 
mat or in the gymnasium in hard 
competition, Today he is younger 
in body than meh half his years. 

John C, Myers, nearing the 
seventy mark, was a participant 
in all forms of athletic competi- 
tlon—boxing, swimming, wres- 
tling, running—and he was still 
at it until] deep into his forties. 

As for fighting, @ .ew years 
ago there died here a celebrated 
character, old Bill Clark, the 
“Belfast Chicken.”

The Skin Test 


HE hypersensitive child or tn- 

dividual can be tested to deter- 

mine the substances to which 
he is sensitive. 

The tests are made by introduc- 
ing into the skin the protein ex- 
trects of the suspected substances. 

if the individual is sensitive to 
the tested substances, an area of 
inflammation forms around the 
tested spot. If the persons is in- 
sensitive to the substance, no such 
reaction takes place, 

The test is made in one of two 
ways. In one the skin is scratched 
lightly so that ro biood is drawn 
and a very minute quantity of the 
dissolved protein is applied to the

The second method is to inject 
a quantity of the suspected protein 
into the skin. 

The reactions to both these 
methods are in essence the same 
except that the injection method 
is the more sensitive test, and is 
also likely te evoke a very active 
response. : 

There are now about 3800 pro- 
teins available for testing. 

A number of proteins belonging 
to the same general group may be 
tested for at once. Thus, one may 
be tested for animal dander, vege- 
table proteins, meats, cereals, ctc, 

If a person reacts to one of this 
collective group he may be tested 
further for the constituent pro- 
teins by the process of elimination 
and the protein or proteins to 
which the individual is sensitive 
may thus be specifically deter- 
mined. 

Knowing the proteins which are 
responsible for the individual's hy- 
persensitive reaction, it igs then 
possible either to eliminate them, 
or, as may be the case when the 
child is sensitive to the proteins of 
an essential food such as milk, 
bread or eggs. an attempt may be 
made to desensitize the individual, 

The desensitizing process cone 
sists in injecting the child or in- 
dividual with very minute quane 
tities of the offending protein,
